THE GERMANS AT KIAOCHAL. 


Kiapchau Bay, together with a detailed 


duscription of tho topography uf the neigh-, 
-} bourhood, from which we (N.-U. Daily 


News) translate the following extract :— 

The-suppositiin that we.expressed in our 
last issue that Germany would probably oc- 
cupy Kiaochau Bay fora lengthened period, 
finds confirmation in a Router's telegram, 
dated London, the 20th jof Neus 
wheronpon the acknawledped sem E 
paper Diz Post announces that a division of 
German men-of-war'a mon will in the 
moantimg kcep possession ‘whatever the 
reply given by China may be, it being in- 
tended to build winter birmacks there. 

A further telegram announces that H. 
M.'s (His Imperial German Majesty's) 
cruisers Kaiserin Augustin and Gefion have 
passed the Suez Canal bound for China. 

The correctness of this nows is furthor 
confirmed by the Gorman steamer Leong- 
moon having left this port during the week 
with building material fur Kiaochou. 

The sndden arrival of the cruiser Mocwe 
at Hongkony which was ordered by wire 
from New Guinea into theso seas, as well 
as to-day's Reutor’s tolegram according to 
which a squadron undor command of Prince 
Henry is being despatched to China, is a 
furthar indication. that the Imperial Go- 
yernmant wishes to be represented out hero 
ag atrongly as possible aa regards our navy. 


Regarding the taking of Kisochou by. 


forces from tho squadron of cruisers we 
learn that-it took placo in the following
